Planes collide, kill 176 


BELGRADE, 
Yugoslavia 
(AP) — A British alrttntr and 
a Yugoslav charter Jet carrying 
West German tourists collided 
at SB,000 feet near Zagreb to* 
«fey, officials said. All 170 per­ 
sons aboard the planes were 
killed, according to doctors at 
the scene. 
A witness among the first to 
arrive at the crash site said the 
body of one plane was burned 
out He said bodies and luggage 
were scattered 
around 
the 
rubble. More than SO ambu­ 


lances and fire trucks went to 
the scene but found no one 
alive, he said. 
The British plane carried a 
reported 84 passengers and 
nine crew members. A British 
Airways spokesman In New 
York said there was one Ameri­ 
can and one Canadian aboard 
the plane. However, British 
Airways officials in London 
said there were at least two 
Americans and some Turkish 
nationals aboard. 
The New York spokesman 


said it would be 12 to 24 hours 
before a passenger list was 
available. 
The Yugoslav plane had 108 
passengers and five crew mem­ 
bers aboard, company officials 
said. Sources said most or all 
of them were West German 
tourista returning from vaca­ 
tions on the Adriatic coast. 
The planes collided at 6:15 
a.m. EDT about 18 miles north­ 
east of Zagreb, Yugoslavia’s 
second largest city and 230 
northwest of Belgrade. 


The planes were in an estab­ 
lished air corridor over Yugo­ 
slavia utilised by all civilian 
planes, officials said. The corri­ 
dor is under the control of die 
Zagreb traffic center. 
The cause of the collision was 
not immediately known. Offi­ 
cials said an investigation was 
begun. 
British Airways officials in 
London said flight 476 was on 
a direct flight from London to 
Istanbul. The officials said the 
plane was a Trident 3 Jetliner. 


Reports here said the Yugo­ 
slavian plane was a DCS be­ 
longing to the Yugoslav charter 
company Inex-Adria. The DCS 
was flying between Split, Yugo­ 
slavia, and Cologne, West Ger­ 
many. 


The crash was the worst col­ 
lision since July 1971, when an 
All-Nippon Airways Boeing 727 
collided with a Japanese air 
force F86 over Morioka, Japan, 
killing 84 persons aboard the 
planes and 71 on the ground.

tember of 1974, and Lehr said 
fee current audit will cover fee 
from Jan. 1, 1974 to 
soste.

Shelley

estimated 180,000 in fines and 
bonds to county officials. 
The county court ordered 
Shelley to turn over the funds 
after the possibility was raised 
of an audit by the state auditors 
office. 


The court granted the sheriff a 
special 48-hour period or grace 
to come up with the money after 
a 
check 
for approximately 
$18,000, written by Shelly last 
week to cover fines for the 
month of June, was returned for 
insufficient funds. 


“They’re holding me liable for 
all the bad checks,” Shelly said, 
“and I’ve got a sackful of 
them.” 


The money at issue is fines 
and forfeitable bonds the sheriff 
collects primarily for road 
violations at the two weight 
stations in Pemiscot County. 
Money from those fines is 
deposited in banks and then 
turned over to county officials 


on a monthly basis. But Shelly 
has not paid the court since 
May. 
The amount of money in­ 
volved is in the neighborhood of 
$80,000, according to an estimate 
by County Prosecutor Mike 
Hazel. 


Hazel said the money from 
fines is turned over to his office 
at a rate of $5 per case, to the 
magistrate clerk at $10 per case, 
with the balance to the county. 
treasurer. 


The magistrate clerk and 
prosecutor usually endorse the 
checks over to the county 
treasurer as soon as they are 
received. The separate checks, 
basically 
a 
formality, 
are 
required by statute. 


Prosecutor Hazel, noting he 
knew about Shelly’s insufficient 
funds check, pointed out Shelly 
also had paid the prosecutor's 
office recently and that check 
had not bounced. 
“He does have a lot of in­ 
sufficient funds checks,” Hazel 
said responding 
in Shelly’s 
defense, “but not that much. 


Maybe four or five thousand 
dollars, but if three months have 
passed, he should have the 
money for one month. That's 
what bothers me.” 
Hazel and County Court 
Presiding Judge D.J. Merideth 
contacted State Auditor George 
Lehr about the matter last week 
and requested an audit of the 
sheriffs office. 


“Lehr told me personally if we 
requested the audit by letter, he 
would have someone down here 
this week,” Hazel said. 
In Jefferson City, however, 
Audit Manager Joe McCarthy 
said he wasn’t sure a special 
audit would be conducted. 


“I understand a letter has 
been written and is in Mr. Lehr’s 
office, but I haven’t been con­ 
tacted yet,” McCarthy said. 


McCarthy added the entire 
county is in line for an audit in 
the near future and said he was 
not sure whether the request by 
county officials might prompt 
an immediate audit or not. 
County Court Jiidge Merideth 
said he does not think there is 


criminal activity involved. 
“He's (Shelly) just like a lot of 
us—slow about taking care of 
business," Merideth said. 
The judge said after meeting 
with the sheriff, and consulting 
Circuit Judge William Ragland, 
it was decided to issue an ad­ 
ministrative 
order 
directing 
Shelly to bring the revenues in 
by Thursday morning. 
The Sheriff maintains there is 
no problem and that he has the 
money. “We’re in pretty good 
shape,” Shelly said. “We're just 
still getting the bugs out of the 
system.” 
The County Court, however, 
voted to raise the sheriff’s 
surety bond from $5,000 to the 
maximum legal limit of $50,000 
and made that increase due 
Friday in an apparent act to 
insure their revenue. 
Prosecutor Hazel said his 
official entry into the matter will 
hinge on whether or not Shelly 
turns the revenues over to the 
court tomorrow. 
“Personally,” Hazel said, “I 
hope Mr. Lehr comes in real 
soon and gets it all straightened 
out.” 
Alderman complains about employes 


BLOOMFIELD— Complaints 
about city employes were voiced 
before the city Council Thursday 
night by Alderman Sommy 
McRoy,. 
McRoy did not mention names 
in his complaints, but he in­ 
cluded all personnel employed 
by the city, saying the city is not 
getting its money's worth from 
any of them. 
One person was getting paid 
too much, he said, and another 
one in the same department was 
not getting enough. 
While city employes waste 


time, McRoy suggested that 
members of the council could go 
out and pull weeds by hand amd 
make the town look better. 
He 
included 
the 
police 
department in his comments, 
saying the city should “upgrade 
the police force just a little bit,” 
looking at it in terms of business 
rather than friendship. 
He suggested that a police 
chief should be appointed. 
The city has been without a 
police chief since May, when 
Byron Phillips resigned after 
allegations of “sleeping on the 


job” were made against him. 
Talk of Phillips sleeping on the 
job was rumored around town, 
but was not discussed openly at 
a council meeting until McRoy 
brought it up. 
As if to prove that he was 
willing to do more than talk, 
McRoy volunteered the use of 
his truck and a chain saw 
Thursday night so that the city 
could cut limbs hanging over the 
streets an d sidewalks. 
As a possible solution to the 
problem, he suggested that the 
city draw up a list of jobs to be 


done, give the list to the city 
employes and 
then require 
written reports on whether the 
jobs have been done or not. 
No action was taken 
on 
McRoy’s suggestion or com­ 
plaints. 
In 
reference 
to 
an 
unauthorized restroom building 
being constructed in the city 
park, Mayor Glen Ayers said, 
“ The Jaycees are a fine 
organization, but the city 
property has not been turned 
over the them; I didn’t even 
know about it until I went down 


there.” 
Council members indicated that 
the Jaycees apparently started 
the 
project 
without 
telling 
anyone or seeking approval of 
the council. 
“How can any organization 
build on property that doesn’t 
belong to them?” McRoy asked. 
The question received no 
response except shrugs. 
“I think the time has come for 
the board to speak up and be 
recognized 
as

board,” 
McRoy urged.

Bond’s veto stands; Assembly adjourns 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — The 78th Missouri Gen­ 
eral Assembly has closed its 
legislative books, its last act 
sustaining Gov. Christopher S. 
Bond’s veto of a bill revising 
the state’s campaign law. 
Those who sought to override 
Bond's veto could muster a 
scant 40 votes, 89 short of the 
two-third’s majority needed to 
overcome the governor’s oppo­ 
sition. He had 108 votes sup­ 
porting his position. 
The House action ended the 
legislature’s two-day veto ses­ 
sion, and spelled the end of the 
two-year legislative session for 
most of those who were elected 
in 1974. 


Although 
the 
Senate had 
gathered the necessary votes to 
override Bqnd, House members 
could not do so without the sup­ 
port of Speaker Richard Rab- 
bitt, who had said he would 
support the governor’s position. 
Rabbitt was on the opposite 
side of the political fence from 
Majority Floor Leader Kenneth 
Rothman, who had said the 
campaign fell must be ap­ 
proved over Bond’s objections 
because “there are so many 
large problems with the cam­ 
paign law.” 
“As the months unfold in the 
future, you’re going to see in­ 
nocent mistake after innocent 
mistake 
until something 
is 


done," Rothman said. 
But Rep. John Buechner, R- 
Kirkwood, expressed the will of 
the House, saying the only way 
the bill should be approved is 
with the assurance that the leg­ 
islature would come back in the 
future to approve a better con­ 
flict of interest bill later on. 
“We’ll never really make the 
changes that are necessary,” 
Buechner said. 
A few hours before the House 
voted, Bond announced that he 
would again offer legislation to 
the 
1977 General Assembly 
which would exempt from the 
campaign law’s economic dis­ 
closure 
requirements 
minor 
candidates who spend less than 


$500 to seek an office with a 
salary of less than $1,500 a 
year. That proposal is nearly 
identical to one he supported 
last session. 
Under the campaign law, ap­ 
proved overwhelmingly by vot­ 
ers in 1974, all candidates must 
disclose their sources of income 
over $500. 
The bill which Bond vetoed 
last June would have exempted 
those spending less than $500 in 
a campaign from disclosing 
their income, and the reporting 
requirements for those spend­ 
ing more than that amount 
would have been relaxed. 
Under the bill, sponsored by 
Sen. Albert Spradling, D-Cape 


Girardeau, they would be re­ 
quired to report only their in­ 
come sources over $8,000 and 
business interest worth more 
than $10,000. When he vetoed 
the bill, Bond said the legisla­ 
ture had gone too far in relax­ 
ing the income disclosure re­ 
quirements, and that if it had 
gone into effect, it would have 
revealed little about potential 
conflicts of interest. 


Before sustaining Bond’s po­ 
sition, 
however, 
the 
House 
passed 109-43 a resolution call­ 
ing on the Missouri Elections 
Commission to close the “blind 
trust loophole” in the campaign 
law. 


The commission has said that 
candidates may place their as­ 
sets 
in 
a 
blind 
trust 
to 
relinquish control of them and 
therefore be exempt from dis­ 
closing their financial interests. 


Bond has placed his holdings in 
such a trust. 


“The people spoke loud and 
clear when they adopted the 
campaign disclosure act,” said 
Rabbitt, who sponsored the res­ 
olution. “The purpose of this 
law as to allow every citizen of 
this state to know whether the 
candidate had a conflict of in­ 
terest or potential conflict of in­ 
terest.”

Joiner convicted of murdering Clarkton man 


CAPE GIRARDEAU - A 
Cape Girardeau County Circuit 
Court jury deliberated over two- 
and-a-half hours early Thursday 
before returning a guilty verdict 
against Loal Junior Joiner, 
convicting the Dunklin County 
native of first degree murder in 
the shooting death last February 
of a Clarkton liquor store owner. 
Joiner, who turned 35 Wed­ 
nesday, was convicted of the 
Feb. 24 murder of John Holder 
of rural Clarkton. 
Two 
other 
co-defendants, 
including Joiner’s 
brother 
Bobby, also of Dunklin County, 
and John Abbott of Bemie, are 
in custody, awaiting trials on 
first degree murder charges. 


Joiner, who was tried under 
the second offense statute, was 
given until Oct. 4 to file a motion 
for a new trial, while Oct. 6 was 
set aside as the date for oral 
arguments and sentencing. 
Under Missouri statutes, the 
punishment for first degree 
murder under the new criminal 
code is life imprisonment for 
homicides committed in the 
perpetration of certain felonies, 
including robbery. 
Circuit 
Judge Stanley 
A. 
Grimm of the 32nd Judicial 
Circuit presided at the trial, 
which was removed from 
Dunklin 
County 
to 
Cape 
Girardeau County on a venue 
change by the defense. 


The case went to the jury at 
12:24 a.m. Thursday and the 
verdict was returned at 2:59 
a.m. 
The six-man, six-woman jury 
was seated at 11:11 a.m. Wed­ 
nesday after two hours of 
selection from a 35-member jury 
panel. 
The state, which called 16 
witnesses to the stand, rested its 
case at 7:45 p.m. when the 
defense began presenting its 
witnesses, 
including 
the 
defendant. 
Neither 
of the two co­ 
defendants testified at the trial. 
Joiner, in his own defense, 
said he had been drinking the 
day in question, beginning at 1 


p.m. in the afternoon, con­ 
suming quantities of vodka and 
beer and some amphetamines. 
He said when he and his 
companions, 
including 
his 
brother, Abbott, and two girls, 
ran out of beer, he sent Bobby 
out for beer but he returned, 
saying he had seen Holder 
enroute home and decided to go 
therefor beer. 
Joiner said he took his gun 
with him, loaded, tucking it into 
his waistband. When they 
arrived at Holder’s combination 
home-liquor store in the coun­ 
try, he had Bobby drop him and 
Abbott off a distance away, 
because he didn't want Holder to 
see fee two underage girls with 


them on the grounds Holder 
might not sell liquor to him if 
minors were in the car. 
He said he and Abbott waited 
beside the house until Holder 
arrived 
home 
and 
began 
unlocking his door when they 
stepped out, asking for beer. 
Joiner claimed Holder told them 
to “hit the road” and leave, and 
Joiner began arguing with him. 
He said Holder pulled a gun out 
and pointed it at him, prompting 
him to pull his gun. Joiner said 
he and the victim began grap­ 
pling, at which time both their 
guns discharged, and Holder fell 
to the ground. 
Joiner said he became scared, 
grabbed the victim’s wallet 


containing $200 and fled with 
Abbott to the waiting car. 
States 
evidence 
showed 
Joiner, the previous day, had 
said he planned to rob Holder. 
The statement was made in the 
presence of Abbott and Abbott's 
brother-in-law. 
After the shooting, Joiner said 
they drove to Arkansas, enroute 
to Bemie, where he threw out 
the weapons and the boots he 
was wearing. After leaving 
Abbott at Bemie, he said he and 
his brother and the two girls 
drove to St. Louis and then went 
to Florida, where they were 
arrested and extridited back to 
Missouri within a week. 
Joiner had been convicted in 


1964 of burglarizing a liquor 
store and stealing several items, 
serving 
a 
sentence 
in the 
Arkansas penitentiary for the 
conviction in Poinsett County. 
Joiner also told the jury 
Thursday that statements he 
had made regarding the murder 
had been made under duress, 
but in his closing remarks, 
Prosecuting Attorney Charles 
Baker reminded the jury feat 
the statements obtained were 
the same as those Joiner had 
just told the jury. 
State's 
witnesses 
included 
Elton Howard, who said he saw 
the defendant at theClarktonian 
Cafe the morning in question; 
J.B. Mill«*, who found Holder’s 


body 
after daybreak; 
Jack 
Palmer, the neighbor who called 
police; Holcomb Police Chief 
Chuck Blagg, fee first officer to 
arrive 
at the scene, 
Coby 
Edmond of Clarkton, the second 
officer on the scene; Dr. Pin H.

THE OBSCENE WALL 
We can be grateful to the demonstrators in free Berlin 
for reminding us of an important date: August 13,1961. It 
was on that day that the Communists slammed down the 
iron curtain with a vengance on the people of Berlin. An 
ugly barricade of concrete block, barbed wire, broken 
glass, tank traps, searchlights, watchtowers, police dogs 
and Vopo— the “people’s police” — split the city in two. 
The orders to the Vopo: “Shoot to kill,” and they did, 
whenever any hapless prisoner was caught trying to 
escape. 
It seems incredible that today, fifteen years later, the 
Communist wall still stands, a grim reminder of the 
brutal reality of Red totalitarianism, and that the people 
of East Berlin are still prisoners. It is interesting to note 
that two months after the Communists erected the wall 
— specifically, on October 5, 1961 — the United States 
Congress unanimously voted to adopt a resolution 
upholding the right to freedom in Berlin. The resolution 
declared: 
“That the United States would regard as intolerable 
any violation by the Soviet Union directly or through 
others of those rights in Berlin, including the right of 
ingress and egress; 
“That the United States is determined to prevent by 
whatever means may be necessary, including the use of 
arms, any violation of those rights by the Soviet Union 
directly or through others, and to fulfill our commitment 
to the people of Berlin with respect to their resolve for 
freedom.” 
Of course, the Communists simply sneered at the high 
resolve of Congress, and the U.S. State Department’s “be 
nice to Communists” policy has prevailed. Thus the 
people of Berlin, along with millions of others behind the 
curtain, still remain prisoners in the “prison of nations.” 
Of course, our policy toward the Soviet Union then 
should have been, and should be now: no more deals, no 
more wheat, no more loans, no more funds, no more 
“favored treatment” until the Wall comes down, and 
stays down. The Soviets have broken every solemn 
promise made to the free world relative to the civil and 
political rights of the people of Berlin, and we should 
insist that those promises be kept. The immoral, obscene 
wall should come down.

TEETH INTO 
THEIR STUDIES 
How well a child just starting school can get his teeth 
into his studies may depend, quite literally, on his teeth. 
The American Dental Association News reports that 
conclusion from a study being conducted by John 
Silvestro, professor of education at State University 
College atFredonia, N.Y. 
In his study of 84 first and second grade students in 
Dunkirk, N.Y., Dr. Silvestro found that the more per­ 
manent teeth first grade boys have, the better they 
perform on tests that predict future reading success. 
(The correlation for girls included in the study was in­ 
conclusive.) 
“It appears that when the permanent teeth come in 95 
per cent of the head development is completed,” says 
Silvestro, who was assisted in the study by Dr. Anthony 
R. Leone, a Fredonia dentist. Permanent teeth ap­ 
parently serve as a biologic “signal” that the brain is 
more mature and can process more information than it 
previously could. 
His research, says Silvestro, supports the maturation 
theorists, 
who 
believe 
that 
children 
must 
be 
physiologically and cognitively ready to learn, as op­ 
posed to behavior theroists who contend that teaching 
efforts can speed up the process. 
Pushing a child into school before he is ready may lead 
to social and emotional adjustment problems, he says. 
Silvestro says, “School, after all, can be a stressful 
situation where youngsters have to share and co-operate 
with their peers. They also have to learn to work with an 
unfamiliar adult — the teacher.”

WASHINGTON - The Justice 
Department is examining Spiro 
Agnew’s pro-Arab. anti-Israeli 
activities to determine whether 
he must register as a foreign 
agent. 
The form er vice présidait 
heads a curious tax-exempt 
foundation called “Education for 
Democracy.” Its July newsletter 
reads like a reprint from an 
Arab propagandist’s tearsheet. 
At the same time, Agnew has 
become a middleman for deals 
between US. firms and Arab 
governments. 
What the Justice Department 
wants to know is whether his 
foundation, newsletter or busi­ 
ness deals receive am/ direction 
from foreign governments. 1 nis 
would be a violation of the crimi­ 
nal code. 
For under tlx* Foreign Agents 
Registration Act, anyone under 
tlx* direction of another govern­ 
ment. even in small matters, 
must register as a foreign agent. 
Agnew' is not registered. 
As we reported in an earlier 
colum n, the money behind 
Agnew’s foundation doesn't 
come from Arab sources. He 
solicited contributions from such 
disparate friends as ex-presiden­ 
tial contender Ronald Reagan.

Wayne, brewer Joseph Coors, 
lobbyist Bryce Harlow and Sen. 
Strom Thurmond, D.-S.C. 
Agnew even kicked in a 
$20,000 contribution of his own to 
the foundation. But this only in­ 
creases the curiosity of the 
Justice Department lawyers. 
They wonder, for example, 
where he got the $20.000. Did it 
I’ome indirectly from Arab 
sources? 
They also want to know 
whether he publishes Arab pro­ 
paganda in return for business 
deals.

WATCH ON WASTE: The 
top brass at the Federal Energy 
A dm inistration have issued 
solemn directives, calling not 
only for energy savings but fiscal 
savings. 
The FEA adm inistrators 
refused, for example, to allow 
Gerry Jackson, a mid-level 
bureaucrat, to spend $185 for a 
train trip to Philadephia. He 
wanted to speak to a black con­ 
ference about job opportunities 
for minorities in the energy field. 
But when the top brass want to 
travel, it’s a different story. Ad­ 
ministrator Frank Zarb’s execu­ 
tive assistant. David G. Hanes, 
was eager to attend the Repub­ 
lican convention in Kansas City 
last month. Somehow, the FEA 
found the money to fly Hanes to 
the Republican shindig, first 
class. 
Hanes had nothing to do in 
Kaasas City but watch over 
Zarb’s tennis eqyipment.

The new conference room was 
authorized by Gorman Smith, an 
assistant FEA adm inistrator, 
who also forsook the new quar­ 
ters to deliberate in the West. He 
flew, with three associates, to 
Alaska to discuss an important 
subject: the price the govern­ 
ment intends to set on Alaskan 
oil. 
Smith and his companions 
were met at the airport by a 
friendly oil retail association 
man, who has a personal stake in 
the price of Alaskan oil. The oil­ 
man chartered a floatplane and 
whisked the FEA officials off to 
Crescent Lake, where they all 
fished for grayling. 
Still another FEA official, 
budget chief Martin D. Howell, 
showed up in Alaska last month, 
ostensibly to conduct an audit 
review of the small FEA office 
there. Such reviews normally 
take no more than three or four 
day$. But Howell, a hunting and 
fishing enthusiast managed to 
stretch it to two weeks. 
It is Howell, of course, who 
keeps a tight pursestring on the 
travel of the lesser lights at FEA.

Louis’ Review provided per­ 
suasive evidence that a so-called 
“expansive” fiscal policy (i.e., a 
bigger deficit) giv» only a brief 
shot in the arm to the economy 
at the expense of an offsetting 
negative effect later as the 
deficit if financed.

Welfare, Aliens, IDs: 
Massive False Identity Racket 
Costs Nation Some $20 Billion 
-Yearly 


WASHINGTON - This nation 
of ours appears to be warping in 
the heat when it relishes the hot 
pursuit of an FBI director who, 
to keep a terminally ill wife 
happy, permitted aides to build 
some $335 worth of window 
valances in his apartment - yet 
there is little sustained wrath 
over the mulcting of the public 
by social racketeers whose 
annual dollar take is in the 
billions. 
I have, for example, searched 
intensely for reports covering 
the Federal Advisory Com­ 
mittee on False Identification. 
For 
18 
months 
some 
75 
specialists, ranging from FBI 
experts and Interpol consultants 
to a handful of angry social 
workers, studied the massive 
use of false identities. I found 
virtually no coverage. 
Yet, this committee of the U.S. 
Attorney General believes that 
the false ID racketeers’ take is 
upward of $20 billion a year. 
Literally millions of men and 
women, young and old, are 
stealing -- with the use of false 
identification - from the food 
stamp font, welfare, medicaid, 
Social Security, social service 
and 
other 
cash 
payout 
programs. They live free on this 
thievery while others work for a 
living. 
False IDs, a growth industry, 
cover hundreds of thousands of 
illegal aliens. With 7.9 per cent 
unemployment 
of 
American 
citizens now reported, there’s 
little stir over the fact that there 
are a very definite eight million 
illegal aliens in the U.S. 
And that they have taken at 
least one million jobs from our 
unemployed workers. 
All this, in addition to the rural 
and farm Mexicans, now in a 
virtual big parade across our 
border. 
Special studies -- 
documented and computerized - 
prove that the tax burden of 
such false ID and other illegal 
aliens runs between $12 and $16 
billion annually. 
With 
faked identifications, 
these illegal aliens are on relief, 
-bump citizens from decent 
school facilities and create inner 
casbahs in our hettos. One 
report from 
New York City 
disclosed that these illegals cost 
the big town some $200 million a 
year. Half that money is doug 
out of the federal Treasury. 
Yet there are the special 
pleaders who rush to the defense 
of the aliens, some smuggled 
into the country by the Mafia for 
slave-wage work in restaurants 
and laundries. There are those 
who fight for the right of these 
illegal aliens to get on welfare, 
Medicaid and other income 
support rolls. 
There are those, such as one 
previous New York wettuechfaf. 


who angrily denounced relief 
investigators and even said 
there were “another half a 
million out there who should be 
on the cash payout lists. ” 
Thus a social sensitivity is 
created over which hangs a 
political miasma through which 
few investigators have been able 
to fight.

Identification finished its work 
last week, it couldn't turn to the 
only effective weapon against 
false IDs. 


And this weapon would be the

?ards. Perhaps it’s just as well. 
Congress would have roared 
about the invasion of privacy.

suggestions for fighting the 
social racketeers, the narcotics 
smugglers and the body movers 
who are transporting thousands 
of illegal aliens aero» our 
shores nightly. 
There must be some beginning 
in this battle. For example there 
isn’t any national identification 
standard for testing the welfare 
and Medicaid, Social Security 
and Medicare applicants. Not 
for the challenging of those in 
the underworld or the radical 
undergound. 
Lack of coordination, in ad­ 
dition to the illegal alien tax 
burden, costs this nation some 
$20 billion annually. That’s the

fraudulent Medicaid-- as well as 
dope-running criminals -glean 
their 
information from old 
newspaper’s obituary columns. 
And even from tembston». 
They then apply for a birth 
certificate of a dead infant who 
would have been about the age 
of the crooked applicant. All it 
takes is a stamp. The request if 
honored by City Hall clerks. 
Once the birth certificate is in 
hand - it breeds all other 
documents, from a driver’s 
license to Social Security cards. 
All this will be spelled out in 
spelled out in the committee’s 
report to be made public by the 
Attorney General next month.

The survey, conducted in 
conjunction with the 1974 
Cooperative 
Institutional 
Research Program, sponsored 
jointly by the American Council 
on Education and University of 
California - Los Angeles, showed 
that private vocational school 
students view themselves as less 
likely to change their field of 


study or career choice or to seek 
vocational counseling, and as 
more confident of finding a job 
in their field than college 
students. 
Two-thirds of vocational 
students estimated that their 
chances of finding work are 
good, while only half of college 
students thought so. 
Vocational 
education 
is 
rapidly becoming a major force 
in postsecondary education as 
students place new emphasis on 
career rather than liberal arts 
training, especially in light of 
the declining job market for 
college graduates.

evaporated, the demand for 
those who specialize in a skill is

Programmer Demand High 
Particularly consistent among 
JOBFLO’s high demand oc­ 
cupations 
«are 
computer 
programmers who, indeed, in 
1975 experienced a 1.7 percent 
unemployment rate, the lowest 
of any group and well below the 
national average of 8.5 per cent. 
“ The need for qualified 
computer programmers 
is 
fantastic,” according to S. J. 
Borownski, EDP manager for 
American Express’s Travelers 
Cheque Division -- a major 
employer of programmers -- 
“and the future is particularly 
bright since computers have not 
yet 
begun to saturate the 
business 
world. 
Computer 
power is simply becoming more 
feasible." 
“We still get two job offers for 
every graduate, even though the 
recession has had an effect on 
the 
market,” 
according 
to 
Charles Janssen, Director of the 
Computer Learning Center in 
Fairfax, Va. 
And, 
competition among 
employers is strong. In one 
exceptional case, one bright 22- 
year-old CLC graduate was able 
to parlay his skills into an

A scarcity of auto mechanics 
was reported in 88 out of the 200

"Skilled auto mechanics can 
literally ‘write their own ticket’ 
these days,” as one industry 
source stated.

"The shortage of trained 
mechanics is a well-known fact

“Right 
now I have 25 openings - and 
plenty of applicants, but cars 
are getting too technical to hire 
‘off the street’,” he added. 
Need For Avaiation 
Mechanics 
While the search is on for auto

technicians. With booming sales 
of light planes, which last year 
neeted $1 billion, plus a high 
number of World War II-trained 
mechanics

retiring,

courted by manufacturers and 
companies

private fleets of airplanes and 
helicopters. 
In fact, according to industry 
predictions, even if every

Jobs In Health 
An increasing health con­ 
sciousness added to the fact that 
more Americans than ever

precipitated 
a 
skyrocketing 
demand 
for allied health 
workers to help share the 
workload of doctors and nurses - 
a demand which has never 
caught up with supply. 
Some states have had to take 
training into their own hands in 
order to meet their needs - 
already a common practice 
among hospitals. Oklahoma, for 
example, has noted manpower 
shortages consistently since 1967 
and has conducted 59 training 
programs to meet its needs - a 
goal still unreached. 
Ken Hager, director of the 
Cleveland Area Hospital near 
Tulsa, regularly participates in 
health manpower programs for 
the state. “There’s a real need- 
especially in the rural areas 
which tend to have a high 
elderly population. I’ve had a 
two-month vacancy 
for a

and 
medical tanscriber, but people 
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with training are concentrated 
in urban centers.” 
Texas, also, is faced with 
severe shortages. In 1974, the

assessed its manpower needs 
and found out that the state was 
short more than 18,000 employes 
for nurse, respiratory therapist, 
emergency medical technician 
and other parademic jobs. The

hospitals, 
locating 
qualified 
people through newspaper and 
advertisements around the 
country. 
Medical Electronics Field 
A brand new - and quickly 
expanding field - of medical 
technology combines electronics 
and medicine. New develop­ 
ments in the field, as well as a 
greater use of medical equip­ 
ment such as intensive care 
units, brain scanners and 
electro-cardiograph machines is 
a case where technology has 
outstripped manpower training. 
“Specialization 
in 
medical 
electronics is one of the surest 
employment bets a man or 
woman can make,” according to 
Walter Pienkos, 
personnel 
director at Hewlett-Packard in 
Waltham, Mass., one of the 
largest 
m anufacturers 
of 
medical equipment in the world. 
“There’s been tremendous 
growth 
in 
this 
area since 
hospitals are turning more and 
more 
toward 
the use 
of 
sophisticated therapeutic and 


diagnostic 
equipment. 
Elec­ 
tronics is an excellent field for 
women,” he added. “We have 
quite a few women technicians 
and would encourage more to 
consider this field.” 
Experts believe that well over 
one million jobs are literally 
going begging due to the lack of 
trained men and women to fill 
them. And, they estimate that 
the overwhelming majority of 
jobs require vocational training, 
not four years of college.

Planes collide, kill 176 


BELGRADE, 
Yugoslavia 
(AP) — A British airliner and 
a Yugoalav charter Jet carrying 
West German tourists collided 
at 35,000 feet near Zagreb to­ 
day, officials said. All 176 per­ 
sons aboard the planes were 
killed, according to doctors at 
the scene. 
A witness among the first to 
arrive at the crash site said the 
body of one plane was burned 
out. He said bodies and luggage 
were 
scattered 
around 
the 
rubble. More than 30 ambu­ 


lances and fire trucks went to 
the scene but found no one 
alive, he said. 
The British plane carried a 
reported 
54 passengers 
and 
nine crew members. A British 
Airways spokesman in New 
York said there was one Ameri­ 
can and one Canadian aboard 
the plane. 
However, 
British 
Airways officials in London 
said there were at least two 
Americans and some Turkish 
nationals aboard. 
The New York spokesman 


said it would be 12 to 24 hours 
before a passenger list was 
available. 
The Yugoslav plane had 106 
passengers and five crew mem­ 
bers aboard, company officials 
said. Sources said most or all 
of them were West German 
tourists returning from vaca­ 
tions on the Adriatic coast. 
The planes collided at 6:15 
a.m. EDT about 15 miles north­ 
east of Zagreb, Yugoslavia's 
second largest city and 230 
northwest of Belgrade. 


The planes were in an estab­ 
lished air corridor over Yugo­ 
slavia utilized by all civilian 
planes, officials said. The corri­ 
dor is under the control of the 
Zagreb traffic center. 
The cause of the collision was 
not immediately known. Offi­ 
cials said an investigation was 
begun. 
British Airways officials in 
London said Flight 476 was on 
a direct flight from London to 
Istanbul The officials said the 
plane was a Trident 3 Jetliner. 


Reports here said the Yugo­ 
slavian plane was a DC9 be­ 
longing to the Yugoslav charter 
company Inex-Adria The DC9 
was flying between Split, Yugo­ 
slavia, and Cologne, West Ger­ 
many 


The crash was the worst col­ 
lision since July 1971, when an 
All-Nippon Airways Boeing 727 
collided with a Japanese air 
force F86 over Morioka, Japan, 
killing 84 persons aboard the 
planes and 71 on the ground.

Bond’s veto stands; Assembly adjourns

(AP) — The 78th Missouri Gen­ 
eral Assembly has closed its 
legislative books, its last act 
sustaining Gov. Christopher S 
Bond's veto of a bill revising 
the state's campaign law. 
Those who sought to override 
Bond's veto could muster a 
scant 40 votes, 69 short of the 
two-third's majority needed to 
overcome the governor’s oppo­ 
sition He had 106 votes sup­ 
porting his position. 
The House action ended the 
legislature's two-day veto ses­ 
sion, and spelled the end of the 
two-year legislative session for 
most of those who were elected 
in 1974. 


Although 
the 
Senate 
had 
gathered the necessary votes to 
override Bond, House members 
could not do so without the sup­ 
port of Speaker Richard Rab- 
bitt, who had said he would 
support the governor's position 
Rabbitt was on the opposite 
side of the political fence from 
Majority Floor Leader Kenneth 
Rothman, who had said the 
campaign bill must 
be ap­ 
proved over Bond's objections 
because “there are so many 
large problems with the cam­ 
paign law." 
"As the months unfold in the 
future, you’re going to see in­ 
nocent mistake after innocent 
mistake 
until 
something 
is 


done," Rothman said 
But Rep John Buechner, R- 
Kirkwood, expressed the will of 
the House, saying the only way 
the bill should be approved is 
with the assurance that the leg­ 
islature would come back in the 
future to approve a better con­ 
flict of interest bill later on. 
•'We'll never really make the 
changes that are necessary," 
Buechner said. 
A few hours before the House 
voted, Bond announced that he 
would again offer legislation to 
the 
1977 
General 
Assembly 
which would exempt from the 
campaign law's economic dis­ 
closure 
requirements 
minor 
candidates who spend less than 


$500 to seek an office with a 
salary of less than $1.500 a 
year That proposal is nearly 
identical to one he supported 
last session. 
Under the campaign law, ap­ 
proved overwhelmingly by vot­ 
ers in 1974, all candidates must 
disclose their sources of income 
over $500 
The bill which Bond vetoed 
last June would have exempted 
those spending less than $500 in 
a campaign from disclosing 
their income, and the reporting 
requirements for those spend­ 
ing more than that amount 
would have been relaxed 
Under the bill, sponsored by 
Sen Albert Spradling, D-Cape 


Girardeau, they would be re­ 
quired to report only their in­ 
come sources over $6,000 and 
business interest worth more 
than $10,000 When he vetoed 
the bill, Bond said the legisla­ 
ture had gone too far in relax­ 
ing the income disclosure re­ 
quirements, and that if it had 
gone into effect, it would have 
revealed little about potential 
conflicts of interest. 


Before sustaining Bond's po­ 
sition, 
however, 
the 
House 
passed 109-43 a resolution call­ 
ing on the Missouri Elections 
Commission to close the ‘blind 
trust loophole" in the campaign 
law. 


The commission has said that 
candidates may place thetr as 
sets 
in 
a 
blind 
trust 
to 
relinquish control of them and 
therefore be exempt from dis­ 
closing thetr financial interests 


Bond has placed his holdings in 
such a trust 


“The people spoke loud and 
clear when they adopted the 
campaign disclosure act," said 
Rabbitt, who sponsored the res­ 
olution “The purpose of this 
law as to allow every citizen of 
this state to know whether the 
candidate had a conflict of in­ 
terest or potential conflict of in­ 
terest "

We can be grateful to the demonstrators in free Berlin 
for reminding us of an important date: August 13,1961. It 
was on that day that the Communists slammed down the 
iron curtain with a vengance on the people of Berlin An 
ugly barricade of concrete block, barbed wire, broken 
glass, tank traps, searchlights, watchtowers, police dogs 
and Vopo— the “people’s police” — split the city in two. 
The orders to the Vopo: “Shoot to kill,” and they did, 
whenever any hapless prisoner was caught trying to 
escape. 
It seems incredible that today, fifteen years later, the 
Communist wall still stands, a grim reminder of the 
brutal reality of Red totalitarianism, and that the people 
of East Berlin are still prisoners.

“That the United States would regard as intolerable 
any violation by the Soviet Union directly or through 
others of those rights in Berlin, including the right of 
ingress and egress; 
“That the United States is determined to prevent by 
whatever means may be necessary, including the use of 
arms, any violation of those rights by the Soviet Union 
directly or through others, and to fulfill our commitment 
to the people of Berlin with respect to their resolve for 
freedom.” 
Of course, the Communists simply sneered at the high 
resolve of Congress, and the U.S. State Department’s “be 
nice to Communists” policy has prevailed. Thus the 
people of Berlin, along with millions of others behind the 
curtain, still remain prisoners in the "prison of nations.” 
Of course, our policy toward the Soviet Union then 
should have been, and should be now: no more deals, no 
more wheat, no more loans, no more funds, no more 
“favored treatment” until the Wall comes down, and 
stays down.

In his study of 84 first and second grade students in 
Dunkirk, N.Y., Dr. Silvestro found that the more per* 
manent teeth first grade boys have, the better they 
perform on tests that predict future reading success. 
(The correlation for girls included in the study was in­ 
conclusive.) 
"It appears that when the permanent teeth come in 95 
per cent of the head development is completed,” says 
Silvestro, who was assisted in the study by Dr, Anthony 
R. Leone, a Fredonia dentist. Permanent teeth ap­ 
parently serve as a biologic “signal" that the brain is 
more mature and can process more information than it 
previously could. 
His research, says Silvestro, supports the maturation 
theorists,
